The 
supposition is too monstrous to be en- 
tertained by any mind unwarped by 
anti-French feeling.

Washington^ Sept. 15.—President Mc- 


Kinley is daily receiving letters, peti- 
tions and resolutions from various parts 
of th« country urging his mediation in 
behalf of Dreyfus, and suggesting that 
he tender his good offices in the pending 
dispute between Great Britain and the 
Transvaal. These have come in such 
volume that there has not been an ac- 
knowledgement in many cases. All 
these communicatipns are being turned 
over to the state department. The ad- 
ministration will take no action, hold- 
ing that until the interests of theUnitedi 
States W the rights of her citizens are 
Involved, it is not within the province of 
this country to meddle in the domestic 
or foreign affairs of other countries. 


Dreyfus to Be Liberated. 


Paris, Sept. 15.—The Matin this morn* 


ing asserts that the cabinet has agreed 
to pardon Dreyfus, and that the decree 
will be signed Sept. 19. Many of the 
provincial papers publish articles insist- 
ing on the granting- of a pardon. The 
Figaro says that many ofpcerg of the 
army are asking that Dreyfus be par- 
doned. It is considered certain that 
Captain Dreyfus will be liberated. The 
only qusstion to be settled is one of 
ways and means. 


Cubans' Inconsistency. 


Havana, Sept. 15.—The Heraldo says 


editorially that the behavior of the Cu- 
bans is absurdly contradictory. 
In 


many parts of the island, it points out, 
there is great want of labor, in spite of 
which the Cubans are crying for foreign 
labor to leave the country, and in Ha- 
vana work Is being improvised for va- 
grants. The paper asks why they do not 
go to Pinar Del Rio, where laborers are. 
wanted. 


Explorers' Unfortunate Trip. 


St. Petersburg, Sept 15.—A dispatch 


from Hammerfest, the northernmost 
town of Norway, announce^ the arrival 
there of the Britiah commercial expedi- 
tion which vainly attempted to explore 
the mouths of .the riyeir Obi an<] other 
streams. The expedition was turned 
back by the Ice, after losing its ship, the 
Arthur, which was crushed by tine floes. 
There was no loss of life. 


Awful Effect of Hurricane. 


St. Thomas, W. I., Sept. 15.—Advices re- 


ceived at St. Kitts from the island of 
Aneuilla, one of ttie British Indies 
Islands, leeward group, say that a hurri- 
cane during the night of Sept. 8 destroyed 
COO houses and rendered 800 people home- 
less.

Whittemore of South Dennis, a driver 
of one of the bakery teams of Gage & 
Rogers of West Dennis, was found dead 
on the Old Town House road, near South 
Yarmouth. 
He had been shot through 


the head. 
His team was afterwards 


found on a street in Yarmouth. Edwin 
Ray Snow) 17 years of age, who is be- 
lieved to be the last person seen with the 
victim, has been arrested in Middleboro 
on suspicion of being the mnrderer. 


Snow's home is In Yarmouth, but he 


has "been working of late in Taunton. 
He went to Yarmouth Tuesday night, 
but when arrested denied all knowledge 
of the crime. 
He woref a blue suit and 


plaid cap, and a search of his home at i 
Yarmouth failed, to reveal the checked 
suit, which Whittemore's latest com- 
panion is said to have worn. 
The pris- 


oner was taken to the Barnstable jail 
by the officers. 


Young Snow has been boarding with 


Joseph> Bassett of tYarmouthport for the 
past few days, while his parents were 
on a vacation trip to New Hampshire, i 
Wednesday night he ate supper about 
7:30 
o'clock. - which is about one hour

thought to have occurred. 
Snow made 


the remark to Mrs. Bassett that he 
would go to bed, ..and then if anything 
happened he would be clear of it. This 
remark, while it dpes not furnish pos- 
itive proof against him, was certainly 
a significant utterance, if Mrs. Bassett 
heard him aright 


The murder was" evidently committed. 


«ome time between 5:30 and 7 o'clock 
Wednesday night. Whittemore made a 
sale to a customer at the former hour, 
and his watch was found stopped at the 
latter hour, bearing evidence of having 
been run over by the wheel of his wagon. 


The murder created intense 
excite- 


ment, owing1 to the great alarm existing 
among the residents on the cape over 
recent burglaries and assaults, and in 
a short time fully 1000 persons had or- 
ganized a sympathetic search for the 
murderer. 


Whittemore's team was found in Yar- 


mouth, somei tim<* after the discovery of 
the body, and the fact that considerable 
food had been taken from the wagon 
strengthened the general belief that the 
murder was the work of the gang of 
Bourne burglars, .who are supposed to 
be hiding in that vicinity. 


The finding of the driverless team did 


not at first arouse suspicion, as'it was 
though the horse had wandered away 
while the driver was delivering'goods. 
The team was put up for the night, but 
In the morning, upon inspection, a pool 
of blood was discovered in the bottom of 
the wagon, which led to the search for 
and the discovery of the missing driver. 


From Lincoln Robbing, who lives near 


the West Dennis line, It was learned that 
Whittemore called at his house to de- 
liver an order, about 5:30 Wednesday 
afternoon, on his return trip to' West 
Dennis. 
At that time, Whittemore had 


a companion who shared his seat on 
the bakery c<"-t with him. In the gath- 
ering dusk it was impossible to distin- 
guish whethpr hei was a white man or a 
negro. 
After having completed his 


business at the Robbins house, Whitte- 
more returned to the team, and drove off 
In the direction of his home. That is the 
last time the young man Is known to 
have been seen alive by his acquaint- 
ances. 


After Mr. Robbins' story 
became 


known, public opinion as to the per- 
petrator of the deed experienced 
a 


change, and it is the general belief that 
he must have been someone known to 
Whittemore, as the latter, since the 
recent burglaries in this vicinity, has 
refused to allow a stranger to ride on 
the cart with him. 


During the preliminary examination 


made by Medical Examiner Munsell, It 
was found that all the money Whitte- 
more had collected during the day—prob- 
ably some $20 or $25—was missing, but 
his own purse containing some change, 
also his gold watch and gold ring, had 
not been disturbed- There were several 
hoof marks and wagon tracks in the 
road, indicating that the horse and 
wagon had been moved forward, back- 
ward, and sideways several times. The 
position of the body also led to the be- 
lief that the shooting took place while 
the young man was in the wagon, and 
that the body either fell or was thrown 
to the place where it was found ia the 
road.

Come—Characteristic of the Tribe. 
The Navajo Indians of northeastern 


Arizona, saya the Flagstaff (A. T.) cor- 
respondent of the New York Tribune, 
have been introduced to the vitascope, 
and their wonder lias been as though 
the day of resurrection bad come. The 
dead have been seen to -walk, and out 
on the great red sandstone plain the 
white man's magic has brought the 
"fire wagon" and has arrayed armies 
of soldiers that came unseen and that 
vanished into the night. 


August is a holiday time with the 


Navajoes. In this month are held many 
of the ceremonials of rejoicing, and 
much of the intertribal visiting with 
the Moquis, Yava-Supais and Apaches 
is done, visiting that is both for pleas- 
ure and for the barter of blankets and 
ponies for baskets and pottery and, 
with the Supais, for dried fruit and 
melons. 
The snake dance of, the Mo- 


quis Is attended yearly by hundreds of 
solemn. Navajoes, who have no sneers 
for the mummeries of the hilltop peo- 
ple, but are willing to concede that the 
ceremonial is "good medicine" in the 
rainmaking line. 
In August the In- 


dian 
-traders 
usually 
give 
their 


"treats," great entertainments, com- 
bining ithe features of a Wild West 
show and a barbecue. 
. This year the most important of the 
"treats" was at Volz's store, at The 
Lakes, 17 miles north of Canyon Dia- 
blo station, on the Santa Fe railway. 
It was here that the untutored red 
man was introduced to one of the mar- 
vels of the century's closing decade. 
An enterprising Chicago photographer 
had brought his kinetoscope outfit to 
Wolpi to catch the details of the snake 
dance. He had been there the year be- 
fore and, though he seemed to have 
had poor success in the Moqui villages, 
had caught the Navajoes at their sport 
at Volz's. This year, on the plain be- 
hind the store, on a canvas screen, he 
exhibited his moving pictures before 
an assemblage of 600 agitated aborigi- 
nals. 
As the Empire State express 


grew from a pin point in the distance 
until it filled the 
frame, 
seemingly 


rushing down upon the crowd, the In- 
dians gasped in unison and would have 
fled had not the interpreter reassured 
them. 
The march past of soldiery 


was something that most of them had 
seen, but the exhibition drill of the 
Kansas City fire department was an 
uncanny mystery. But the climax came 
when the pictures taken on the same 
spot the preceding year were repro- 
duced. Most of the Indians had been 
present when the pictures were taken. 
Many of them almost shrieked when 
they saw themselves in action as they 
•were in the chicken pulling contest 
and in the races of last August. Last 
year a popular clerk, since gone away, 
had carelessly walked across the in- 
strument's field. The Indians shouted 
as they saw him again on the canvas. 
Real enthusiasm was caused by the 
passage across the screen of the trad- 
er's well known little dog. 
Among 


the friends recognized a number had 
died in the winter in the smallpox epi- 
demic. 
When the entertainment was) 


over, the Indians crowded around the 
screen, feeling the canvas and rubbing 
their cheeks upon it, cnattering noisily. 


Those who believe that decadency is 


the heritage of the American Indian 
would do well to study this Navajo 
tribe. 
In 1868 it 
numbered 12,000 


souls. Today, through natural increase 
and not through immigration, almost 
entirely without admixture of other 
blood, there are 22,000 Navajoes. 
Ev- 


ery individual tribesman appears pros- 
perous. Many of the bucks are rich, 
even from the point of view of tho 
white man. It is roughly though con- 
servatively estimated that the tribe 
has 1.600.000 sheep, 60,000 head of cat- 
tle, 300,000 goats and horses in such 
number as almost to defy enumera- 
tion. Horseflesh, Indeed, is one of the 
main food staples. 
The ponies, not 


necessarily of poor stock, are unsala- 
ble, even at §8 a head. Their flesh is 
esteemed fully equal to beef. A very 
large percentage of the wool crop Is 
sold for shipment to Boston just as is 
the crop of the white wool grower. The 
Navajo 
blankets 
are still famous, 


though' the better specimens are to be 
had only on payment of seemingly ex- 
orbitant prices. 
One of the main 


sources of the tribe's revenue is now 
Ji-om the sale of blankets that cost 
the purchaser little if any more than 
would blankets of ordinary mill manu- 
facture. Most of this modern weaving 
is done, singular to relate, with ordi- 
nary Germantown yarn brought to 
Arizona for the Indians by the car- 
load. If special colors are required by 
the Indian weavers, recourse is had to 
aniline dyes. Yet despite this strange 
admixture of aboriginal handicraft and 
modern convenience the Indian has 
never before so prospered.

rails "of the Providence and Worcester 
Railroad company from Canal street, 
Market square and?

How to Carve Fish. 


Great care should be taken in carving 


fish to keep it in perfect flakes, as, if 
these are broken, the look of the fish is 
entirely spoiled. Silver or plated fish 
carvers should be used. In carving 
cod's head and shoulders and salmon 
the knife should be first run along the 
center of the side down to the bone; 
it should then be carved with unbroken 
skin upward and downward. 


Sole, boiled or fried, should be cut 


right through, bone and all, and should 
be divided into three portions — head, 
tail and middle. 


Whiting are generally served whole, 


and mackerel should be cut down the 
back and then sliced off the bone on 
each side. The tail of a lobster is con- 
sidered the best part, and after that 
the claws. The thick part is usually 
most esteemed in all flat fishes* 


HOW TO TEST EGGS. 


There are various ways of testing the 


freshness of eggs without breaking the 
shells. A very useful little egg tester, 
which is constructed on the old princi- 
ple of holding an egg in front of a 
strong light, can now be purchased. If 
the egg appears clear, it is fresh; if 
opaque, it is stale, and in the event of 
a black speck being discernible it is un- 
fit for use. Another test, which is con- 
sidered reliable, is to place an egg in a 
basin containing a solution of salt (al- 
low three ounces of strong salt to a pint 
of water). A fresh egg will sink to the 
bottom of the basin and will remain 
there; if on being placed in the water 
the egg lies obliquely, it may be taken 
as a sign that it is not quite fresh, and 
if it floats on the surface of the water 
it is bad. 


Fresh eggs weigh more than stale 


ones. The average weight of an egg is 
from one and a half to two ounces. The 
shell forms rather more than a tenth 
part of the weight, the white six-tenths 
and the yolk three-tenths. The weight 
Of an egg decreases with age. Thus it 
will be seen that the cheapest eggs are 
not always the most economical. A new 
laid egg requires half a minute longer 
to cook than one which is only "fresh." 
New laid eggs are very difficult to 
poach neatly, even in water to which 
both salt and a spoonful of vinegar 
have been added, owing to the milki- 
ness of the white. It is therefore ad- 
visable that they should be 24 hours old 
if .they are to be'cooked in the above 
manner. 


It is not every cook who can bo!l an 


egg to perfection. As a rule, the rapid 
boiling for 3% minutes to which a new 
laid egg is subjected does not cook the 
white and the yolk evenly. The follow- 
ing method is recommended by several 
authorities on the subject: Put some 
water into a saucepan and place the 
latter over a clear fire. When the wa- 
ter boils rapidlj', put in some new laid 
eggs. Cover the pan and let them cook 
for ten seconds, then draw the pan to 
the side of the stove and leave them 
until eight minutes, counting from the 
time the eggs were put in, have ex- 
pired, and serve them at once.

Sometimes when one is away from 


home on one's travels it happens that 
the blankets on one's bed are not plen- 
tiful enough and one is too chilly to 
sleep. In this case a good night's rest 
may generally be secured by placing .1 
newspaper or two between the folds of 
the bed coverings. This is a hint worth 
remembering and may be made use of 
at home by those who cannot afford a 
sufficiency of blankets.

The young woman of fashion just at 


present is devoted to pills. She carries 
them loose in her pocket, tucked in her 
corsage or slipped in her glove. 
The 


uninitiated might easily mistake her 
for a walking medicine chest, but the 
up to date woman knows better. She 
understands that the pills are war- 
ranted to be only sweet scented and 
that they are the latest substitute for 
the sachet bag. The fragrant tablets 
or pills are the concentrated perfume 
of flowers. They give just that faint, 
delicate suggestion of fragrance desired 
by the refined woman.

THE SENTIMENT AGAINST FRANCE 


It is interesting if not enlightening to 


read the comments on the present quite 
gpneral disposition to boycott the Paris 
exposition because of the criminal mis- 
rarriage of justice in the Dreyfus case. 
The larger part of the comment comes 
from the supposedly very wise, who 
solemnly tell us that between govern- 
ments this Paris exposition matter is 
Pimply a question of business and that 
the Dreyfus verdict should not figure 
in it. Further, they as solemnly tell us 
that as between individuals and the 
exposition the matter is a private ques- 
tion and may be settled according to 
the individuals' sentiments. 
These 


two pieces of wisdom cover up some- 
thing that is profound. They but serve 
to illustrate that the individual's act 
may be and generally is much higher 
than the nation's act. But in these 
times, when so much stress is laid upon 
the value of the moral forces, it must 
be admitted that even the spirit of the 
congress at the Hague would be sur- 
passed by the spirit that would cause 
nations as well as individuals to ex- 
press to France their disapproval of 
the national moral lapse in the re- 
condemnation 
of Captain Dreyfus. 


France could suffer no rebuke egual 
to the United States' refusal to take 
part in the Paris exposition. Such a 
rebuke would serve to notify the world 
that no nation may longer permit a 
gross injustice on the plea of internal 
expediency without incurring serious 
pxterna.l disfavor. However, the pres- 
pnt wave of sentiment in opposition to 
Prance means that, in this era, na- 
tions are living too closely together for 
any one of them to become recklessly 
indifferent to the 
opinions of 
the 


others. There is no better sign of the 
times.

Why W« Shall Welcome Admiral 


In order to appreciate the naval vic- 


tory at Cavitc, which will bi> duly hon- 
ored when Admiral Dnwcy reaches New 
York, it is needful to recall the state of 


things which existed at the time of the 
achievement 
If the flies of European 


newspapers and periodicals for the 
months of March and April, 1898, bo 
consulted, it will be observed that a 
large majority af reputed experts were 
then of the opinion that the Spaniards 
would be found decidedly superior to 
our countrymen at sea. Even in Eng- 
land, Admiral Colomb and other naval 
officers showed themselves disposed to 
take a gloomy view of our prospects 
of success upon the ocean, owing part- 
ly to the fact that Spain was known to 
possess a number of armed cruisers 
built in the best European shipyards, 
but mainly to the vast extent of the, 
seacoast we should have to defend on 
the Pacific as well as the Atlantic. On 
the Pacific, from the moment that the 
battleship Oregon was ordered to join 
the vessels operating in home waters, 
our means of defence were almost ex- 
clusively confined to the squadron un- 
der Dewey, which had been stationed 
in the China seas. On April 26, a dis- 
patch arived fro;,i Washington order- 
ing Dewey to proceed at once to the 
Philippine islands, to begin operations 
aginst the Spanish fleet, and to cap- 
ture or destroy it. At 2 o'clock on the 
very next day, the sailing pennant 
went up, and Dewey's fleet steered 
southward across 620 miles of one of 
the roughest seas of the world, which 
lay between it and the Philippines. On 
April 30, it reached Sabig Bay, be- 
tween which and Manila lay a dis- 
tance of SO miles. It was learned that 
the Spanish squadron lay inside the 
bay of Cavite, the sides of which and 
the entrances to which were known to 
be fortified and mined. There is now 
no doubt that, so far as land defences 
were concerned, Cavite was far better 
equipped than 
was 
Santiago, 
into 


which the fleet under Admiral Samp- 
son never ventured to enter. Com- 
modore Dewey did not stop to in- 
vestigate the strength of the fortifica- 
tions threatening the entrances to the 
bay of Cavite, nor the reality of the 
submarine mines alleged to exist, but, 
on the very evening of his arrival, 
that of April 30, swept into the bay of 
Cavite, receiving the flre of the forti- 
fications and defying the mines, two of 
which exploded, one immediately ahead 
of the flagship. In front of the Ameri- 
can vessels lay the Spanish squadron, 
defended at the- rear and on both flanks 
by land batteries. Leaving out the 
tremendous advantage given to the 
Spaniards by these batteries, let us 
consider the relative strength of the 
naval forces engaged. Dewey had six 
fighting ships and the revenue cutter 
McCulloch, which took no part in the 
action. The Spaniards had ten fight- 
ing ships and two torpedo boats, the 
latter, however, being, practically, out 
of action. The Americans had 57 classi- 
fied big guns and 74 rapid flre and ma- 
chine 
guns; 
the 
Spaniards 
had 


53 
classified 
big 
guns 
and 


72 
rapid-fire 
and 
machine 
guns. 


The Americans had ten eight-inch guns 
while the largest Spanish guns were 
6.5 inc-hes. It follows that, if the land 
batteries be disregarded, Dewey had 
slightly the advantage in weight of 
metal and in heavy guns. As regards 
the number of men engaged, the Span- 
iards had 1,796, and the Americans 
1,678. The result of the battle was the 
annihilation or capture of every Span- 
ish vessel and the surrender of the 
shore batteries. 
The Spaniards ad- 


mit a loss of 634 killed and wounded, j 
T\hile the Americans had not one kill- 
ed and only eight wounded. It is the 
completeness of the immediate result 
which gives Manila a great place in the 
history of naval battles; but what adds 
immensely to its importance is the 
fact that it involoved the cession by 
Spain to the United States of an is- 
land empire containing upward of 
eight millions inhabitants and pos- 
sussed of immeasura.ble natural re- 
sources. No r.f •••>>' victory in the annals 
of the world has brought about the 
transfer from one power to another 
of so large a population.—Collier's 
Weekly.

, IB Early Day* and Laid the Foun- 


dation of the Great Fortune. 
The father of Cornelius Vanderbilt 


believed that boys should make their 
own way in the world, and at an early 
age Cornelius was set to work in the 
Shoe and Leather bank of New York. 
He got $30 a month then and was evi- 
dently worth it to his employers, for 
his salary was raised to $40 and after- 
ward to ?50. 
The president of the 


bank in those days had these words of 
praise for the young clerk: 


"Cornelius was one of the best boys 


we ever bad and one of the most con- 
scientious workers. 
If anything, he 


was too conscientious. Trifles that the 
other clerks would think nothing of 
would worry him half to death, and he 
would stay after time trying to correct 
them. He was eminently industrious, 
fair and square, and everybody liked 
him, although I believe none of the 
^oys knew him well." 


It was while he was employed in this 


way that his grandfather was first at- 
tracted to this one of his grandchil- 
dren, who had succeeded fairly well in 
escaping his notice. One day, when he 
was still employed in the bank, hia 
grandfather stopped in to see him and 
proposed a trip to Europe. This aston- 
ished the young man, whose life bad 
hitherto been confined strictly to busi- 
ness. 


"I am going myself," said the com- 


modore, "and I'll take you along if you 
want to go." 


"And give up my salary?" said the 


young man. 


"Well, I don't suppose It will go on 


while you are gone," replied the com- 
modore grimly. 


"Then I guess I'd better stay," said 


the boy. 


"Mr. Vanderbilf s most marked char-

'Have special car attached to such a 
train for Newport. Have carriage at 
station to meet train.' He had the 
greatest confidence in bis ability to 
keep engagements that be made in this 
.way, and be very seldom failed to do 
so. He would travel for days and 
iweeks in a special car over the rail- 
roads on which he was interested. On 
these trips he would have a time table 
made up for the special train and fix 
the time at which the train was to ar- 
rive at every place to be visited. With 
such habits of -punctuality, himself, 
Mr. Vanderbilt had no patience with 
those who were tardy In keeping ap- 
pointments." 


Mr. Vanderbilt hated addition of 


figures. 
He added two and three 


columns at a time in long accounts, 
|when he was a young man, and sighed 
always. He said: "I am glad that I 
am not as rich as Rothschild. He has 
to count his money. When he has 
counted it and made an error of a cent 
•he has to count It all again." He made 
additions at home on paper placed on 
the keys of his piaao. The instrument 
groaned while he added figures. His 
brother said: "Yon are too contemptu- 
ous of the nature of things. A piano 
was never intended to be a writing 
desk." Mr. Vanderbilt replied nothing 
then. But be said to his brother, the 
•next day: "I have thought of what you 
[said. It is wrong to write on a piano. 
I have bought an organ." His reason

Mr. Vanderbilt gave a dinner at New-

(truffles, a salmis of partridge worthy 
of being celebrated in a sonnet, ex- 
jquisitc wines.

He 
would telegraph from anywhere in the 
world, 'Let the brougham take me, on 
such a date, at such an hour, at such 
a station or boat landing,' and when he 
arrived, if the brougham was a mo- 
ment late there was trouble. Stern? 
No, ho was the very reverse of stern. 

Of course 
he was a very busy man and then he 
liked work. He came to me often after 
the day's work was done and asked, 
'Is there nothing more?' 
His day's 


work included the reading of a great 
quantity of letters from persons who 
needed help.

Mr. Vanderbilt's young friends In 


fashionable 
society 
consulted 
him 


about their investments In railway 
stocks. He advised them not to specu- 
late. He had no speculative invest- 
ments himself. They talked to him of 
Wall street's celebrities that he knew 
under other lights than theirs. One 
said to him, "My friends reproach me 
for imitating Commodore Vanderbilt 
too much." 
"They decpivp you," re- 


plied Mr. Vanderbilt in his calm, affa- 
ble way. "Be assured that you do not 
imitate Commodore Vanderbilt too 
much. You do not imitate him enough. 
You do not even imitate him at all." 


It was by the establishment of a sail- 


boat ferry from Staten Island to the 
Battery to carry passengers at 18 cents 
a trip that the Vanderbilt fortune was 
begun. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt (the 


"commodore") began life as a ferry- 
man while yet a boy. He took to the 
water naturally. When steam was ap- 
plied to navigation he utilized it, 
and soon was the most prominent 
steamboat owner in the United States. 
At the outbreak of the war he waa 
worth $20,000,000, and apparently made 
up his mind to quit business, for he 
sold all his steamboats for $3,000,000 


As a matter of fact, he was prepar- 


ing for the most brilliant period of his 
life, although he was nearly 70 years 
old. Commodore Vanderbilt had his 
attention attracted to the Harlem rail- 
road. This was much run down. It 
had no credit It bad been looted and 
wrecked. Its roadbed was gone. Its 
rolling stock was grotesque. Its stock 
had sold as low as $3 a. share. The 
commodore began to buy Harlem. He 
took all he could get, and it advanced 
to 30. Then it went to 50. Then,the 
common council one day granted the 
Harlem road a franchise to run a 
street railway down Broadway to the 
Battery. Harlem went to 75. 


The common council clique conclud- 


ed to break Vanderbilt. 
They con- 


cluded to sell and then repeal the ordi- 
nance. 
The "commodore" heard of 


this, but went on buying. He took it 
alL Then the ordinance was repealed, 
and an injunction was issued against 
laying the rails. 
Clearly Vanderbilt 


was ruined. Those who bad sold short 
went into the market to buy cheap, so 
they could deliver. They could not get 
any. The stock went to 100, then to 
150, then to 170. It was the story of 
the rubber syndicate stock in "The 
Market Place" enacted nearly 40 years 
before it got into fiction. The Harlem 
road was put on its feet and began to 
pay dividends, and new stock was is- 
sued. 


"Commodore" Vanderbilt bought and 


reorganized the Hudson River railroad 
in the same way. The stock was at 
25. He wanted to consolidate tie Har- 
lem and the Hudson river and had a 
bill Introduced at Albany. A pledge 
was made that it should be passed. 
The same game was tried by the legis- 
lative stock jobbers that had been es- 


imon council. They 


sold Harlem short and refused to pass 
the bill. The "commodore" beat them 
again and ran Harlem up to 285. He 
ruined the whole crowd. Daniel Drew 
settled by paying 91,000,000.

Minnesota Mines. 


To date this year the mines of Min- 


nesota have shipped a total of 5,000,000 
gross tons, or about 1,000,000 more tons 
than for the corresponding period of 
1898. 
During the month of August 


alone 650,000 tons were taken from 
their docks by each of the Duluth, Mis- 
sabi and Northern and the Duluth and 
Iron Range roads. The rates for ships 
are still very strong and are steadily 
climbing and $2 a ton was bid yester- 
day. It is figured by shippers that to 
the beginning of September 10,500,000 
tons of ore had been moved from all 
• lake ports, there remaining to be mov- 
ed some 6,500,000 tons, which could be 
carried in less than two months at the 
present rate of movement It Is esti- 
mated that there are some 1,400,000 
tons of grain to be moved from Lake 
Superior before the close of navigation 
and that the movement from Chicago 
east will be largely by rail.

Pittsfield Fair Close in Cold Weather 


and Chariemont Fair Opens 


The Berkshire agricultural society's 


fair at Plttsfleld closed yesterday and 
the Deerfield Valley fair at Charie- 
mont opened. 


Throe fairly pleasant days and an 


aggregate attendance estimated at 
about 25,000, constitutes the record for 
the 10th annual fair of the Berkshire 
agricultural society which closed yes- 
terday.

It is probable that 
the old society will realize handsomely 
from this fair and that its financial 
condition will he much improved. Some 
valuable lessons have been learned In 
regard to offering pleasing attractions 
to the public, and the public in turn 
has learned that it may expect its full 
value for the money paid into the cof- 
fers of this society.

•The Right of itn Employer to Work 


Witb His Men. 
, 


A novel 
question was recently 


brought up before a labor union in thia 
city, says the New York Tribune, 
which the--aforesaid union has found 
exceedingly difficult to answer satis- 
factorily. The question was, "Does an 
employer have the right to dflo ^ 
workiagman's -garb and labor along 
•with his employees?" 


It appears that a contractor Known 


as John Arlt, feeling the need of a lit- 
tle exercise, decided to show his em- 
ployees how to lay brick on a row of 
buildings which he was erecting on the 
east sklo. ifr. Arlt was once a brick- 
layer himself, and be wanted to dem- 
onstrate to hi:-; rnon that he could 
giro points to them in the art of brick- 
laying. The employees took it as a 
good joke, and they applauded his ac- 
tion. In fact, they were rather proud 
that they were working for a man who 
didn't think it beneath him to put on 
overalls and blouse and labor with 
them the same as any other Journey- 
man. 


Everything went well for a time. 


Mr. Arlt was not only getting plenty of 
exercise, but his good example of in- 
dustry had such an effect on his men 
that the walls of the building went up 
like magic. Just then, however, the 
walking 
delegate appeared on the 


scene and demanded to see Mr. Arlt'a 
union card. The latter, who is a Ger- 
man, was much surprised at the re- 
quest, and he told the delegate so. 


"Don't I employ union men?" he in- 


quired of the delegate. "Don't I pay 
them der union vages? You find no 
scabs mit my men, do you? Don't I der 
exercise get if I der vork vat I vant to 
do, do it? You vas off mit your base, 
don't it?" 


The delegate Insisted that It did not 


matter whether the contractor employ- 
ed union men; he did not have a card 
himself, so consequently he could not 
be permitted to work with union men 
even if they were his own employees. 


Finally it was resolved to lay tbe 


matter before Bricklayers' union, No. 
11, and a meeting was held at which 
the subject was debated from all sides. 
Nothing could be found in the constitu- 
tion of the union bearing in any way 
on the subject, and tbe meeting could 
reach no decision as to tbe proper 
course to pursue. The matter was still 
unsettled yesterday, and it bids fair to 
prove a. lively question of debate among 
the labor unions for weeks to come. In 
the meantime Mr. Arlt continues to lay 
brick "the way his father did," much to 
his own satisfaction and the amuae- 
ment of his employees.

a Trial. '

HEW HOTOB GUN AMD OAEBLAGE. 


Major DavitUaa Propo«e» to Take 


HI* Hor«tle»» Battery Frcsu Chlca- 
f o to Wanlilnjfton to Demonstrate 
Urn Efficiency. 
The knell of the battery horse is 


Bounding, says the Washington Post. 
Soon the stirring sight of guns tearing 
into action, with the drivers lashing 
at the frantic horses as the pieces are 
taken at a gallop along rough and un- 
even roadways, the swift halt on the 
firing line and the whirling around of 
the guns, will be but a memory, useful 
only for descriptive writers and paint- 
ers. The gnns of the future may be 
taken into action on an automobile car- 
riage. 
There will be no whirling 


around, for the gun will be rushed to 
the front, with its muzzle pointing in 
the direction of the enemy. There will 
be no swift gallop through a cloud of 
dust, with tl»e guns dancing and pranc- 
ing over obstructions. 
The new gun 


will move silently and smoothly for- 
ward on pneumatic tires. 


Such, at least, are the claivs of the 


inventor of the first automobile gua 
and carriage, Major E. P. Davidson of 
the Northwestern Military academy at 
Highland Park, Ills. In a few weeks 
he intends to drive a battery of the 
new guns from Chicago to Washington 
in order to show what can he done 
with these guns on a long march. He 
promises to make new records for long 
distances with the new gun. The mo- 
tor gun carriage consists of a carriage 
having double driving wheels and sin- 
gle steering wheel placed well forward. 
The motor and driving machinery are 
inclosed in the body of the carriage 
over the rear axle, while the gun is 
mounted in front of the operators with 
its muzzle extending forward over the 
steering wheel. 


The forward seats provide for a gun- 


ner and a motorman, while the rear 
seats carry two men, one being an am- 
munition tender and the other a, re- 
serve in case of one or more men being 
disabled. 


The large fuel tank is placed under 


the forward floor so as to l>a well pro- 
tected from danger, and fuel for 200 
miles can be carried. The tan!; is ot 
heavy, seamless t-'.cct iron and is prac- 
tically bullet proof. 


The motor and driving machinery 


are substantially identical in design 
with those used for the regular motor 
vehicles, which were much admired 
by Major Davidson bec.mse of their 
compact arrangement, li^it weight 
and extreme simplicity, all of v.-l.k'h 
contribute to great reliability. 
There 


are but few delicate, parts, so that the 
chances of being disabled by bullets 
and hard use are very remote, and 
duplicates can easily be carried of all 
the small parts, so that repairs can be 
effected in short order anywhere. 


The motor is always ready to start 


by a single touch of the crank and will 
continue in operation without attention 
until it is desired to stop. Its muscles 
never tiro, and it is not likely to get 
lame or Mck. it requires neither sta- 
bling nor grooming and is expected to 
prove an exemplary servant. For long 
distance 
movements the 
inventor 


claims that this battery can make at 
least five times the distance possible 
with horses in a given time. Its four 
men are fighting units, and food sup- 
plies need only be/carried for them. 


The gun carries bullets of 44 caliber, 


having a range of 4,000 yards and fir- 
ing at the rate of 400 shots per min- 
ute. It is therefore a whole regiment 
in itself. The operation is automatic 
and continues so as long as the trig- 
ger is pressed or ammunition belts 
kept in the feeder, the recoil of the gun 
being arranged to reject the used shell 
and insert a new one. 


The total weight of the battery is 


bnt 1,000 pounds, or about the weight 
of a horse, and it is equipped with 
large pneumatic tires so that 
soft 


ground is not much of an impediment. 
It carries 10,000 rounds of ammunition. 


General Miles, who has long been an 


automobile enthusiast, is greatly inter- 
ested in the new motor gun. The test 
run from Chicago to Washington will 
be made practically under the direction 
of the war department Should the ex- 
periment prove successful the depart- 
ment will take the matter up officially, 
and the new motor guns may be added 
to the light artillery at present In use 
by the United States.

In demand soon, says the New York 
Sun. There are 71 marriageable young 
women belonging to reigning families 
and only 47 princes for them to marry, 
not counting religions or political im- 
pediments. Many of them must, there- 
fore, look forward to marriages below 
their rank unless they prefer to be- 
come old maids. One of the Mecklen- 
berg-Strelitz princesses, a sister of the 
Crown Princess of Montenegro, re- 
cently married a young man whose 
sole claim to nobility was a purchased 
papal title.

Ing with an inspection car run by a 
gasoline motor. Thus far the experi- 
ments have been so successful that' it 
is quite probable the road will adopt 
the car on all its divisions. The ex- 
perimental car developed an average 
speed of 25 miles an hour, but it is 
capable of greater speed. One of the 
Inspectors of the road la said to have 
gone 75 miles in two hours. A gallon 
of gasoline will run the car more than 
75 miles, and there Is a provision for 
carrying four gallons, or enough for an 
unbroken run of 300 miles.,

The territory of Arizona Is a vast 


museum of natural curiosities, includ- 
ing many of the most wonderful In all 
the worW. The atmosphere, the cli- 
mate, the mountains, the sell, tbe riv- 
ers, the forests are filled with phe- 
nomena, many of which exist nowhero 
else. In the desert, 800 miles square, 
with Flagstaff as a center, are spread 
out a variety of wonders of which the 
people ot this country have little or uo 
conception, but If they were In Eu- 
rope or Asia thousands of our_citizens 
would cross the-ocean to sab them. 
Being within only two or threo days' 
journey of Chicago and easy of access 
by frequent trains of sleeping and 
dining cars and other modern luxuries 
of travel, they are overlooked by the 
multitude and are 
practically uu- 


known. 


To my mind, next to the Grand can- 


yon of the Colorado, fche most interest- 
ing and impressive of the natural won- 
ders of this great Arizona museum is 
the petrified forest, which covers near- 
ly 100 square miles, within easy dis- 
tance, either on foot or horseback, 
from. Billings station, on the Santa 
Fe railroad, but it can be more easily 
reached by carriage from Holbrook, 
where better accommodations can be 
found. The government explorers have 
christened it Chalcedony park. 


The surface of the ground for miles 


and miles aroimd is covered with gi- 
gantic logs three or four feet in diam- 
eter, petrified to the core. Many of 
them are translucent. Some are almost 
transparent. All present the most beau- 
tiful shades of blue, yellow, pink, pur- 
ple, red and gray. Some are like gi- 
gantic amethysts, some resemble the 
smoky topaz and some are as pure aud 
white as alabaster. At places the chips 
of agate from the trunks that hare 
crumbled lie a foot deep upon the 
ground, and It is easy to obtain cross 
sections of trees showing every vein 
and even the bark. 


Comparatively little of this agate has 


been used in manufacturing, although 
it is easy to obtain. 
Manufacturing 


jewelers of New Yo*k have made table 
tops and boxes and other articles from 
strips that have been sent them, and 
if the material were not so abundant 
its beauty would command enormous 
prices. Where you can get a carload of 
jewelry for nothing you are not like- 
ly to pay high prices for it. 


A bird's eye view of the petrified for- 


ests on a sunny day suggests a gigan- 
tic kaleidoscope. The surface of the 
earth resembles an infinite variety of 
rainbows. The geologists say this great 
plaia, now 5,000 feet above the sea, 
was once covered by a forest, which 
was submerged for ages in water 
strongly charged with minerals, until 
the fibers of the trees were thoroughly 
•oaked and transformed into eternal 
stone. 
Many of the trunks are still 


packed iji a deposit of fine clay, which 
was .left by the receding waters, but 
the erosion of the wind has pulverized 
much of the clay and carried it off in 
the air, exposing the secrets that na- 
ture buried under its surface. 


One great tree spans a deep gulch 4.0 


feet wide. It lies where It fell cen 
turies, perhaps ages, ago, and Is a most 
beautiful spec'men of petrified wood. 
The rings and the bark can be easily 
traced through the translucent agate, 
and It is firm enough and stron 
enough to last as many centuries as it 
has already spent in Its peculiar posi 
tion. 
It 
is undoubtedly the only 


bridge of agate in tbe world and alone 
Is worth a long journey to see. 


The Indians of the southwest used 


to visit tbe petrified forests frequeut- 
ly to obtain agate for their arrow and 
spear heads, aud the material was 
scattered over the entire continent by 
exchange between the different tribes, 
from tho isthmus of Panama to Ber- 
ing strait The great deposit here ex- 
plains where all the arrowheads of 
moss agate came from and other 
weapons and implements of similar 
material that are found in the Indian 
mounds and graves of the central and 
western states. In the stone age the 
agate of the petrified forest was tbe 
very best material that could be ob- 
tained for both the Implements of war 
and peace of the aborigines. A scalp- 
ing knife could be made very easily 
from one of the chips of agate and 
could be ground to a very fine edge. 
Many crystals were used for jewelry 
and ornaments also.—Chicago Record.

This as 
tabulated would be of no interest to 
the ordinary reader, but the following- 
letter which accompanied it will be.

that the well water is liable to contam- 
ination from the surface it may be 
stated that artesian well 
water 
is 


being- used for drinking purposes at 
the Arnold print works, which has a 
well of its own, and also at Adams, 
where it is pumped from a well at 
Zylonite. No trouble is experienced at 
those places and it would be strange if 
water taken from a depth of from 500 
to 600 feet between these two points 
were 
not 
just 
as 
good. 
Tt is 


evident that hardness is the only ob- 
jection that can be urged against the 
water from the artesian wells.

From the Springfield Republican. 
The republican 
club 
of 
Pittsfield 


opened their new rooms in the "Wollison 
block Wednesday evening, and there 
were speeches by Milton E. "Warner 
and Francis \V. Rockwell, on the Phil- 
ippine question. Mr. Warner said the 
club does not favor imperial govern- 
ment in place of republican institu-. 
tions. We know the advantage of a 
government by the people, he said, and 
we believe 
in that expansion which 


will carry this former government to 
those who have not had its advan- 
tages. We are told that these people 
are competent of self-government but 
the evidence is against it. We go to 
these islands in the east not for the 
purpose of talcing away their indepen- 
dance, but to give them the oportuni- 
ties of American civilization. 


Mr. Rockwell spoke of the Philippine 


question from 
two points 
of view, 


those of commerce and freedom. He 
said that this country had outgrown its 
borders, and that our surplus products 
must be marketed abroad. We have 
use for the Philippines because they 
are a stepping-stone to increased for- 
eign trade, aside from the great com- 
mercial possibilities of the 
islands 


themselves. If the people are fitted in 
time for self-government, we can weat 
them as we propose to treat 
Tuba. 


These islands are strategic points in 
the battle for trade, and somebody 
is going to have them if we do not. It 
will be better for the natives if we 
iook after their interests. There is a 
higher principle than this involved, 
however. We cannot abandon the Phil- 
ippines, but we can give them the best 
government for which they are fitted. 
All around the world savages illiterate 
races must yield to modern methods, 
else there is no progress. Our success 
in the islands or the Pacific will make 
possible the highest liberty under just 
laws.
